DORT PREPARES 
INSURANCE BILLS 


Pro blem o f Superv ising 
‘Ma il Order’ Business 
Co nsidered. 


Mea sures to Be Pla ced 
Befo re Na tio na l 
Asso cia tio n. 
Three bills drafted by Insurance 
Commissioner Lloyd Dort 
of 
Ne­ 
braska, intended as uniform meas­ 
ure: to l>e enacted by the v arious 
states of the union in order to bring 
under superv isory control the busi­ 
ness of ' mail order” insurance so­ 
licited by means of newspaper ad­ 
v ertising, radio, or other 
means 
aside lrom personal agency work, 
will be. laid before the national asso­ 
ciation of insurance commissioners 
at their winter 
meeting 
in 
New 
York City this wook. 
Mr. Dort has gone there and will 
present the proposed legislation in 
he course of an address before the 
gathering on Monday 
Me is chair­ 
man of the association's committee 
on unauthorized insurance and 
a 
uember of its legislativ e committee. 
'Hie general purpose and effect of 
the thrre bills is to legalize and 
license companies carrying on in ­ 
surance solicitation through adv er­ 
tising media, with or without the 
isc of agent , and allow them to 
operate under specified restrictions. 
They would be subject to the laws 
regarding examinations and reports 
and would also be required to pay 
an nual fees to the insurance depart­ 
ments of the states wherev er they 
jo business. 
Heretofore 
such 
concerns hav e 
been regarded as outlaws in the in ­ 
surance field; but as they are be­ 
yond the reach of state authorities 
Vhpre they get business through 
printed adv ertising or radio broad- 
easting and as the federal gov ern­ 
ment does not attem pt to regu’ate 
insurance corporations. 
It 
is now 
thought adv isable to bring them un ­ 
der state jurisdiction through co­ 
operativ e effort. 
Tills is to be done, as the Ne­ 
bra ska commissioner contemplates, 
through the enactment, of uniform 


bills in all the states, binding them 
to the same course of action in deal­ 
ing with the “mail 
order" 
com­ 
panies. 
One of Dort's 
three 
proposals 
deals with the granting of extradi­ 
tion 
papers 
on 
which 
persons 
charged with soliciting 
insurance 
unlawfully by any of the methods 
mentioned may be taken to another 
| state for trial. 
This Is designed to 
reach not only the responsible offi­ 
cers and managers of non-hcensed 
companies, wherev er they may be, 
but also persons whom they may 
send into a state to collect money 
from those who hav e ieen induced 
by the ov erhead system to tran sm it 
applications by mail. 
The second bill authorizes solicit­ 
ing to be done without agents and 
policies issued in accordance there­ 
with, after a rompanv engaged in 
such business has taken out a li­ 
cense within the state, paid the fees 
prov ided therefor, a* d 
complied 
with other rogu'ations. Such com- 
; panics are put into a special class 
and forbidden to tran sact business 
: in any wav except that for which 
[they arc specifically licensed. 
Under the terms of the third bill 
it is made a criminal offense for an 
: outside corporation 
to 
carry 
on 
! business within the state until it 
i has complied with the laws thereof. 
Penalties are prov ided for any of­ 
ficer or emplov e of such a com­ 
pany who collects 
money or does 
; anything else in the way of obtain ­ 
ing business or executing contracts. 
An'* contract with such a company 
is declared v oid and unenforcible 
Tliesc prov isions, howev er, do not 
a—Mv on reinsurance contracts 
or 
i unsolicited business. 
The Dort bills hav e been drafted 
in such a way th at it is believ ed 
they will not 
be 
held 
inv alid by 
United States courts on the ground 
of interference with Interstate com­ 
merce.

—Confident that economic depres­ 
sion in Mexico has b een caused b y 
under-production instead of ov er­ 
production, President Pascual Or­ 
tiz Rub io has launched a v igorous 
and optimistic mov ement for 
an 
economic rev iv al. 
The 
stati sman-engineer 
whose 
mild b ut determined manner in 
leading Mexico during the most 
peaceful era its people hav e known 
in two decades is a different type of 
leader from the stem military men 
who hav e preceded him in the presi­ 
dency. His leadership since he as­ 
sumed the presidency last Feb ruary 
has b een mild tempered in contrajst 
to the sternness of prev ious presi­ 
dents. 
The success of his amb itious pro­ 
gram to rev iv e Mexico economically 
as well as to carry forward dev elop­ 
ment of educational facilities and 
highway construction at a faster 
pace 
than 
ev er 
b efore 
will 
b e 
watched with keen interest b y po­ 
litical ob serv ers. They foresee this 
as the first crucial test of President 
Ortlx Rub io’s leadership ov er 
a 
country accustomed to the rule of 
military men. 
New Era Arriv es. 
Should this quiet mannered presi­ 
dent, who has ordered a reduction 
in the size of the army—ev idence of 
his desire to gov ern 
b y 
peaceful 
tactics—succeed in his present un­ 
dertaking local ob serv ers feel that 
Mexico’s ev olution from the rev olu­ 
tionary period will hav e definitely 
arriv ed. 
•'It seems to me that the time has 
arriv ed,’’ President Ortiz Rub io said 
in outlining his plan for eliminating 
Mexico’s Industrial stagnation, “to 
end any mov ements intended to ag- 
grav ate^ or prev ent relief of the 
present critical condition. 
“It is also time for congress to 
legislate laws estab lishing organic 
equilib rium 
b etween 
capital 
and 
lab or." 
Expressiv e of the president’s con­ 
fidence in the Mexican congress to 
enact the legislativ e air he sees nec­ 
essary for a sut^tantial trade rev iv al 
in 1931, the gov ernmental b udget for 
the year b eginning 
January 1 is 
nearly 5,000.000 pesos higher than 
the 1929 b udget. Also expressiv e of 
the president’s high Ideals for his 
country are the b udgets for 
the 
ministry of education and the min­ 
istry rf communications. They are 
the only departmental b udgets to b e 
giv en sub stantial increases. 
No t Militaristic. 
The fact that militarism has no 
part in the makeup of President Or­ 
tiz Rub io is further shown in the 
decreased b udget for the ministry of 
war. The b udget for military pur­ 
poses in 1931 was decreased nearly 
9,000.000 pesos. 
"We must create a state of con­ 
fidence to fav or inv estments." the 
pre.sident added. 
"But we realize 
that this requires settlement of two 
major prob lems. They are the agra­ 
rian and lab or questions, which 
constitute the b asis of the rev olu­ 
tionary program." 
Both of these prob lems hav e more 
or less 
b een the 
foundation 
of 
Mexico’s twenty years of unrest. It 
is the general b elief here that the 
enactment of lab or laws giv ing cap­ 
ital and lab or equad rights will stim­ 
ulate much industrial activ ity and 
encourage foreign inv estors to enter 
Mexico. 
To Carry Out Oblig atio ns. 
“It is my determination to take 
whatev er steps are necessary 
to 
place the finances of Mexico on a 
sound b asis, to carry out b oth the 
internal and exterior 
ob ligations, 
and to award full protection to« b oth 
capital and lab or," the president 
concluded. 
His optimism for immediate re­ 
lief from depression and his re­ 
marks that Mexico was not as hard 
hit as other countries found an im­ 
mediate echo in the leading local 
newspapers. A cartoon pub ll^cd in 
El Univ ersal was de.scrlb ed as rep­ 
resentativ e of the feelings of the 
country at large.

Among the best known and best 
lov ed of our birds we m ust count 
the goldfinch. W hether you call it 
wild canary, lettuce bird or thistle 
bird, you lov e it and its sweet calls 
and song. It li es all ov er this 
country, but the ones in the west 
are not like those in the east. 
The father bird, m other bird and 
young ones look v ery much alike 
during the winter, but along about 
April the father bird changes his 
suit for a bright yellow one, with 
black wings and tail, and a little 
white on them, and a black cap 
pulled down ov er his eye.s. In win­ 
ter they are all a brownish green 
abov e and llgnt beneath with black 
tails and wings with the white on 
them . The father bird has real 
black wings and the others du.sky 
black ones. The father bird takes 
off his cap in winter instead of 
putting one on as you would ex­ 
pect him to do. 
Although .Some goldfinches can be 
found any time of the year, many 
go south, and the tone for their re-, 
turn is when the first dandelion 
seed is ripe. No one is able to tell 
how m uc h dandelion a n d thistle 
seed these birds eat. Just think 
how many more dandelion plants 
we would hav e to cut out of our 
lawns, and how many more thistle, 
mullein and wild sunflower plants 
the farm er --ould hav e to kill if it 
were not for these little bunches of 
sunshine. T hat is Ju.st w hat they 
look like and that is just w hat their 
cheerful 
s o n g s and 
twitterings 
make you think of, 
TTiey ev en sing when they fly. 
They go In great wav es, rising and 
falling as they go, down 
they call, 
“Per-chick-o-ree! Per-chlrk-o-ree!” 
Borne one says it .sounds as if they 
were sowing music in the air. 
They wait until the other birds 
hav e built their nests before they 
ev er 
think 
of 
beginning. 
Th« *e 
seems to be only one reason for it 
tha t anyone has been able to ev en 
gue.ss at. They like to find a place 
where sev eral branches come out of 
a larger branch together. The outer 
part of the nest is made of fine 
gras.s or strong stripe of weed bark 
wov € *n around all the little branches, 
holding the nest 
t i g ht to all of 
them. 
You could not take it out 
without breaking it all to pieces 
This solidly w o v e n nest L lined 
with a cushion of soft plant cotton 
or down, taken mostly from the 
thistle seeds. If sheep are pastured 
around briar bushes near where 
they liv e, they gather some of the 
wool t ha t the briars ha v e taken 
from tlie sheep, and here is where 
the guess comes in. Does the gold­ 
finch wait to buUd Its nest until it 
can get thist’ down. The eggs are 
bluLsh w’ . . 
After the young are large enough 
to find food for themselv es, these 
birds can be seen tn lltile flock*, 
enjoying life together as happy as 
birds can be. The que.stion has been 
asked: “Is the goldfinch happy be­ 
cause it has 
u< h a bright suit to 
wear, or were the bright clothes 
giv en to ‘t to s ho w that it !s 
happy?”

It Is Inev itab le that some b oys and girls should go 
to the city, where a comparativ ely few will reach ex­ 
alted station, just as has b een the case in the past, 
while the v ast majority will

merciless maelstrom which has claimed so many v ic­ 
tims in the years that are gone. 
Nor will all of those 
who b ecome farmers succeed. The chances, howev er, 
are ov erwhelmingly in fav or of those b oys and girls 
who are engaged in 4-H work now. They are exhib it­ 
ing interest and intelligence and these are the prime 
requisites in any field of endeav or. 


INTO A NEW AGE. 


Announcement b y County Engineer Arthur Erigren 
that Lancaster county will complete its most exten­ 
siv e highway program in 1931 b y b uilding 130 miles 
of grav elled highway is another reminder of the new 
age in America which was ushered in b y the auto­ 
mob ile and good roads. 
Just a year after the close of the Civ il war, in 
18 66, John Greenlcaf W hittier. 
America's 
b elov ed 
Quaker poet, memorialized in “Snow Bound the farm ­ 
house where he was b orn and spent his b oyhood. 
Fifty-nine years b efore he was b orn on a Merrimac 
v alley farm near Hav erhill, Mass. 
It then was no 
less a frontier of the western hem isphere’s great de­ 
mocracy than the Neb raska of the closing years of the 
last century and the opening decade of this. 
Winter placed an icy hand on New England. The 
snows were deep and frequently Isolated the fami­ 
lies liv ing upon Massachusetts farms as completely 
as though they were liv ing on an island in the seas. 
As the white flakes cov ered the countryside, ob liter­ 
ating roads, and heaping into drifts until it was im­ 
possib le to rearh ev en the nearest neighb or’s house, 
the isolation of those days seared itself into the 
memories of the b oy W hittier. It was not an unhappy 
recollection, howev er, for those sturdy New England 
families knew what to expect, were 
prepared 
for 
sieges, and the force of circumstances endeared and 
strengthened the family ties until it b ecame as near 
the ideal as this country has ev er known. All of this 
was lov ingly recalled b y W hittier in his idyllic mas­ 
terpiece which perpetuates the scenes of his early 
home life. 
“Snow Bound’’ b elongs as much to that day and t 
age as the institution of slav ery which aroused W hit­ 
tier’s impassioned protest and which inspired him to 
write much in fav or of its ab olition. 
A poet, he re­ 
mains as one of the most authentic historians of the 
period b ecause he had the capacity to feel and to 
unerringly describ e rural scenes and conditions of 
early New England. 
• 
• • 


The demand of this new ace is roads. 
In the fare of ev ery climatic condition there must 
b e the means of trav el. The farm home of W hittier’s 
day liv ed unto itself. 
Practically all of 
the 
food 
which appeared on the tab ic was produced on the 
farm. 
The women folks spun the rough cloth for 
garments. It is essential today that the farmer shall 
b e ab le to reach the nearest market without loss of 
time or exraordinarv effort 
Most of that which he 
raises is sold, and in turn the necessary household 
supplies are purchased. 
The Decemb er of 1927 was 
unusually 
wet 
and 
snowy in Neb raska. 
Many miles of highway in the 
county were impassab le, and farmers found it im­ 
possib le to take their produce to m arket for a period 
of more than a month. They lost money in their in­ 
ab ility to sell eggs and cream, and when the weather 
finally moderated sufficiently to 
permit 
them to 
reach town, the market was glutted with heav y stocks, 
denressing prices. 
When the 1931 highway program is completed, no 
farm In Lancaster county will b e more than three 
miles distant from a grav elled highway. 
Tn the year | 
following this will b e cut down 
to 
two miles. 
It 
means that alternating snows and thaws and freezes, 
which in years gone b y closed the roads to trav el, 
will hold no terrors for the larm er of 
this 
county. 
With his ear he has b ut a short distance to trav el 
b efore he reaches a highway which is open and main­ 
tained for trav el the year around, regardless of the 
wrather 
It is a comprehensiv e, 
splendid 
program 
which County Engineer Edgren has prepared, and he 
and the county b oard oi commissioners are to b e 
commended 
Tt will giv e Lancaster county a com­ 
plete system of “feeder ’ lines. The expense of grav ­ 
elling 130 miles of county roads, approximately $350,- 
000, for which fund;; will b e av ailab le, constitutes one 
of the b est inv estments which this county has ev er 
made. 
And then when 
it is completed, 
the 
conditions

Snow Bound" will nev er b e repeated m this county.

MILWAUKEE SHOWS THE WAY. 
Milwaukee has exchanged her title as the wettest 
city in America, and the home of the b reweries for 
the distinction of the safest large metropolitan 
com­ 
munity in the United States 
William G. Shepherd, who writes for Colliers, de­ 
clares the citizen of Milwaukee Is 8 6 per cent safer 
than the people of New 
Orleans, St. Paul, or New 
York. 
He is 114 per cent safer than the citizens of 
Atlanta, or Los Angeles, Mr. Shepherd declares, 
and 
125 per cent more secure than the people 
of St. Louis 
and Chicago. 
His adv antage ov er the citizen of De­ 
troit is 168 per cent and 257 per cent 
over the Kansas 
City dweller. 
"Milwaukee, with its population of 
700,000, is gang- 
less, racketless and killerless,” he writes. 
In this day when crime is so common, and rackets 
and gangs seem to be quite the thing in big cities, the 
unusual picture presented by a city whose chief claim 
to fame more tha n 1^ y ear ago was a doubtful one, 
furnishes an interesting study . Mr. Shepherd ex plains 
the record by declaring Milwaukee 
has 
been 
able 
to divorce police administration from politics com­ 
pletely . 
The city has had two police chiefs in forty - 
six y ears. 
When a policeman bumped into a politi­ 
cian, the policeman has won out unless he was ob­ 
viously in the wrong. As a result the officers are not 
afraid to act according to their conscience and their 
sense of duty . 
More than that 
Milwaukee is 
merciless 
toward 
crime. 
It demands swift and 
speedy 
punishment. 
"An arrested man in Milwaukee is up against quick 
freedom or 
quick 
imprisonment,” 
Shepherd say s, 
“ there’s no palaver and no chance for the politicians 
to put pressure upon public officials. Cases are tried 
while the cases are hot. while memories are fresh and 
before witnesses can be tampered with. 
Justice, in 
Milwauke, has her finger on the hair trigger, a trig­ 
ger Just as fast and sure as any gunman’s.” 
One factor which Mr. Shepherd has not stressed 
sufficiently is the racial characterist'cs of Milwau­ 
kee’s population. 
It is strongly German. 
They are 
frugal, 
thriity 
and 
law-ab iding. 
They rev erence 
order and hav e the strength of character to make its 
rigid enforcement easy. 
There are no people in the 
world who v alue law to a greater degree than the 
Germans, and they understand its functioning. T hat 
is why punishm ent is sev ere and speedy.

Kindly explain what is the re­ 
ligious teaching called Unity? W hat 
was its origin and is it related to 
te cult of Sufi? 
ANSWER. 
Your inquiry prob ab ly relates to 
the cult of Bahaism as it is found 
in America Its relation to Islamism, 
and so to the sect of Sufi, may b e 
loosely compared with the relation 
of the Messianic b elief to Judaism. 
From Islam's b eginnings its follow­ 
ers hav e disagreed as to who was 
the true successor of Mahomet. Any 
man wo could conv ince his fellow 
Muslims of his right to that honor 
b ecame the “Bah," meaning 
the 
gate or medium, of div ine com­ 
munications. 
Such a “Bah" appeared in 1844, 
b ut the leader to whom Bahaism is 
usually traced is known as Baha'ul- 
lah, and he controlled his followers 
! from 1868 until his death in exile 
ni 
1892. He gav e the mov ement 
you mention its mystical character, 
and through him it spread into 
Christian lands. 
He was succeeded b y Ab dul-Baha. 
w’ho was b uried on Mount Carmel. 
Palestine, in 1921. America Baha­ 
ism is a distillation of the doctrines 
! of these two teachers. Its central 
idea is unity. Mankind is one and 
all its interests are one. hence there 
should b e b ut one religion, the pur­ 
pose of which is to promote uni­ 
v ersal 
oneness. 
Ev ery 
difference 
created b y race, language, polities, 
creeds, ignorance, economic tyranny, 
war, or any other eause must b o 
ab olished, and the life of the spirit 
enthroned ov er human b eings in all 
their concerns. The headquarters of 
Bahaism are located at the Temple 
of Unity, near Chicago. The archi­ 
tecture of this temple is intended 
to symb olize the ideal describ ed 


ab ov e, Jewish and Christian ele­ 
ments b lend in that ideal. 
H is a reflection upon Christian­ 
ity's official guides that so many 
American Christians hav e Joined the 
cult discussed. And if our type of 
Christianity continues to separate 
instead of uniting humanity, there 
will b e further accessions to Ba­ 
haism and kindred sects.
